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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as unpatentable over Onishi, Tsuji or Veda 
in view of Staudte, Yachi or Ikawa for the explicit reasons set forth in paper no. 3 (4-8-02). 

Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as unpatentable over Onishi, Tsuji or 
Veda in view of Vig or Hafner for the reasons noted in paper no. 3 (4-8-02). 

Applicant argues that the references do not teach the "metalized electrode" (grounding 
electrode)" not in contact with the signal electrodes". However, neither #14 of Onishi, #6 of 
Tsuji or #37 of Veda is in direct contact with the signal electrodes.
